Washington, September 10.—. 
(Special—Georgia’s national banks 
will be enabled to loan $66,000,000 
on warehoused cotton if the amend- 
ment now pending in the senate 
becomes a law.

BELGIANS COME 
70 AGGUSE KAISER 


They Will Tell President of 
German Atrocities — Kai- 
sers Message Explaining 
Cruelties in Belgium. 


New York, September 10.—Bringing 
many Americans and the king of Bel- 
gium’s commission, which will place 
before President Wilson, accounts of 
alleged German atrocities in Belgium 
and of Germany’s violation of Bel- 
gihim’s neutrality, the White Star line 
steamship Celtic arrived at Quarantine 
tonight from Liverpool and Queens- 


town. 

The Belgian commission, in a state- 
ment given out tonight, explained that 
pending its visit to Washington it did 
not feel free to make full response “to 
the interest manifested by the press 
and the public.” The statement reads: 

“The special mission sent by his 
majesty, the king of the Belgians, to 
the president of the United States has 
arrived from Belgium on the Celtic. 
It is composed of M. Henry Carton de 
Wiart, minister of justice in the Bel- 
gian cabinet and envoy extraordinary 
of the king; Messrs. De Sadeler, Hy- 
mans and Van De Welde, ministers of 
state, and Count Louis de Lichtervelilde, 
secretary. Ze. 

‘In associating with his envoy Mr, 
De Sadeler, one of the leaders of the 
socialists party, the king of the Bel- 
gians has emphasized his intention of 
giving this mission a thorough nation- 
al character. The mission conveys to 
President Wilson an autograph ietter 
of his majesty which it will present to 
the president. 

“Pending their reception by the presi- 
dent, the members of the mission will 
not feel at liberty to respond, as fully 
as they would wish, to the interest 
manifested by the press and the pub- 
lic. Their diplomatic character obliges 
them, for’ reasons of high courtesy to- 
wards the government of the United 
States, to observe this discretion.

tive assurance that only one-half of 


last season’s acreage would be planted 
next year, the problem would be as 
good as solved, say members of con- 
gress. 

No acceptable method ef bringing 
this about, by state taxation or mutual 
agreement, has yet been devised. 

If, on March 1, next, one-half of the 
south’s cotton lands are planted to 
wheat, corn, rye and oats, the salvation 
of the south will be assured, it is af- 
firmed. 

Past history does not record any 
success for the scheme of voluntarily 
limiting cotton production. Efforts 
along that line have usually resulted 
in more cotton. 

Heke Smith’s Amendment, 

In the senate today the debate turned 
upon the amendment of Senator Hoke 

Smith to admit state banks to share 
in the benefits of the Vreeland-Aldrich 
currency scheme, without paying the 10 
per cent tax on state bank note issues; 
and the amendmentof Senator Over- 
man, to tax this currency at the rate 
only 2 per cent for the first three 
months, instead of 3 per cent a year. 

Senator Hoke Smith's amendment fol- 
lows: 

“That the provisions and benefits of 
the act approved May 30, 1908, and 
known as the Vreeland-Aldrich act 
and the amendments thereto, are here- 
by extended to all state banks and trust 
companies having a capital stock of 
not less than $25,000 and surplus of 
20 per cent. 

“Said banks and trust companies 
shall be required to pay upon notes so 
issued the tax provided for in said act 
and the amendments thereto, but said 
notes shall not be subject to the pro- 
visions of the act approved February 8, 
1875, Known as ‘An act to amend the

PROTEST BY KAISER 
TO PRESIDENT WILSON. 

London, September 10.—(9 a. m.)— 
The correspondent of The Daily Mail at 
Rotterdam has telegraphed the text of 
the message sent by Emperor William 
to President Wilson under date of Sep- 
tember 4. It is as follows: 

“I consider it my duty, sir, to tnform 
you as the most notable representative 
of the principles of humanity—that 
after the capture of the French fort 
of Longwy my troops found in that 
place. thousands of dum-dum bullets 
which had been manufactured in spe- 
cial works by the French government. 
Such bullets were found not only on 
French killed and wounded soldiers 
and on French prisoners but also on 
English troops. You know what ter- 
rible wounds and awful suffering are 
caused by these bullets and that their 
use is strictly forbidden by the gen- 
erally recognized rules of international 
warfare. 

“I solemnly protest to you against 
the way in which 
waged by our opponents, whose meth- 
ods are making it one of the most bar- 
barous in history. Besides the use of 
awful weapons, the Belgian govern- 
ment has openly incited the civil pop- 
ulation to participate in the fighting 
and has for a long time carefully or- 
ganized their resistance. The crueltfes 
practiced in this guerilla warfare, even 
by women and priests, toward wounded 
soldiers and doctors and hospital 
nurses were compelled to adopt the 
strongest measures to nish the 
guilty and frighten the blood thirsty 
population from continuing their 
shameful deeds. 

“Some villages and even the old 
town of Louvain, with the exception 
of its beautiful town hall (Hotel De 
Ville) had to be destroyed for the pro- 
tection of my troops. 

“My heart bleeds when I see stich 
measures inevitable and when I think 
of the many innocent people who have 
lost their houses and property as a re- 
sult of the misdeeds of the guilty.

ENCYCLICAL ISSUED 
BY POPE BENEDICT XV. 


He Calls on Roman Episcopacy 
for Renewed Efforts to 
Spread Religion.

Rome, September 10.—(7:35 p. m., 
via Paris, September 11, 2: a. m.)—The 
Osservatore Romano, the official organ 
of the vatican, this evening publishes a 
pastoral letter from Pope Benedict XV. 
in the form of an encyclical to the epis- 
copacy of the world. It contains the 
program for the pontificate of Pope 
Benedict which, summarized, calls for 
renewed efforts to spread religion 
throughout the world and urges peace 
and brotherhood among peoples and 
nations in fear of God. 

The encylical, addressed to the uni- 
versal Catholic world, deals chiefly 
with the European war. . 

“Looking out on the flock entrusted 
to our care,” Pope Benedict says, “the 
immense spectacle of a general war 
has struck us with unutterable horror 
and sadness. 

“When we see such a considerable 
portion of Europe devastated by fire 
and sword and drenched with the blood 
of Christians, it is incumbent on us 
to embrace all without distinction for 
the lambs and sheep, in the arms of 
paternal charity.” 

The pope implores intercession for 
peace to the Virgin, whose nativity hag 
just been celebrated, and then con- 
tinues: “We exhort most earnestly 
those who govern the destiny of the 
nations that should bring themselves 
a frame of mind whereby they may 
put aside all dissensions contrary to 
the welfare of humanity. 

“Let them realize that there already 
is too much suffering and sorrow at- 
tached to this mortal life and that it 
should not be rendered more wretched 
or more sorrowful, let them realize 
how much ruin and disaster already 
has been wrought and how much hu- 
man. blood already has been shed.” 

Addressing heads of the nations the 
pope says: 

“Hasten, therefore, to enter into a 
council of peace. Grasp the right 
hand of friendship and receive a spe- 
cial reward from God for yoursejves 
and your nations and earn the great- 
est praise from the brotherhood of 
man. 

The encylical ends by the pope ex- 
pressing the hope that the beginning 
of his pontificate will see the end of 
wars.

TRADE BOARD MEASURE 
GOES 10 WHITE HOUSE 


Another Feature of President 
Wilson’s Trust Program 
Is Completed. 


———— 


Washington, September 10.—Another 
feature of the administration’s trust 
program virtually was enacted into law | 
late today, when the house adopted 
the conference report on the trade com- 
mission bill, which already has been 
approved by the senate and which now 
goes to President Wilson for signature, 
The president announced today he 
would not nominate the commissioners 
until DecembDer. 

The federal trade commission of five 
members will absorb, with enlarged 
powers, the functions of the bureau of 
corporations which the Dill abolishes. 
It will* assist the department of jus- 
tice, upon direction of the courts, in 
problems connected 
with the anti-trust laws and will su- 
pervise compliance of corporations 
with decrees of dissolution. 

The commission will investigate, at 
the direction of the president, alleged 
Violations of anti-trust laws, making 
recommendations for readjustment of 
business so that corporations investi- 
gated may operate lawfully, either at 
its own discretion qr on request of the 
attorney general. 

The commission has authority to in- 
vestigate practices which may affect 
foreign trade and to provide publicity 
for “facts which ought to be the com- 
mon property of American business 
men.” It will have the usual right 
of summoning witnesses and requiring 
testimony and its orders will be en- 
forced by the circuit courts of appeals, 
which may pags only on the questions 
of law, the commission’s findings as 
to facts being conciusive. Judgments 
of the courts of appeal are to be final, 
subject only to review by the supreme 
court on writs of certiorari.

Statement by Underwood. 


Commenting on the bill, Representa- 
tive Underwood tonight said: 

“The need for writing a tax bill at 
once is to relieve the government of 
the necessity of withdrawing funds 
from the banks. Realizing the finan- 
cial situation in ‘the country, the presi- 
dent thinks it advisable not to disturb 
the public funds at this time, and to 
pass a bill immediately that ultimate- 
ly would be necessary because of the 
falling off of customs revenues as a 
result of war conditions in Burope. 

“It must be apparent to all that if 
congress has determined to take this 
action immediately to relieve the sit- 
uation in the banks, it will not write 
a revenue bill that will cause a large 
amount of withdrawals of deposits 
from the financial centers of the coun- 
try. It must be eq ly apparent to 
everyone that if a tax is levied on 
whisky, between the time the bill is 
introduced in the house and passed by 
the senate, owners of whisky in bond 
would pay the present tax on as many 
as possible, and avoid the 
necessity of paying the additional tax. 

“Last year there was in the neigh- 
borhood of $160,000,000 in taxes paid 
on whisky. If an effort were made to 
tax a considerable portion of the whis- 
ky now in bend before the bill be- 
came a law, it would make a serious 
drain on the banks of the country.”

has not reached any decisive result. 

Field Marshal Sir John French, com- 
mander of the British forces, reported 
today that the Germans had been driv- 
en back all along tne line; 
British had crossed the river Marne; 
that the Germans had suffered severe- 
ly, and that their, men were supposed 
to be in an extremely exhausted con- 


dition. 
Notwithstanding this report, military

clusions. Military writers in the Lon- 
don. papers repeat that from the con- 
servative terms of the Freneh official 
statement yesterday,/it is too early to 
anticipate the result of a battle ex- 
tending over a front of nearly a hun- 
dred iles.

Parliament Orders Strength

London, September 10.—Parliament

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ANCIENT TREATIES 


Foreigners No Longer to 
Enjoy  Extraterritorial 
Rights—Action Is Consid- 
ered Slap at Great Britain. 


Washington, September 10.—Turkey 
formally notified the United States and 
other nations today that she : 
abrogated the series _ of. conventions, 
treaties and privileges, originating as 
early as the elevetith century, whereby 
foreigners in the Ottoman empire have 
been exempt from *local jurisdiction in 
civil and criminal cases. Foreign sub- 
jects no longer will enjoy what is 
known as extraterritorial rights 
through which they have been tried 
by their own judges, diplomatic repre- 
sentatives or consuls. 

This practice, abolished by Japan 
several years ago through new treat- 
ies, Turkey has removed by a stroke 
of the pen. Her purpose, it is declared, 
is to assert her independence and free 
herself from the domination of the 


great powers. ; 

Upon the rights revoked has rested 
the legal status of American  mis- 
sionaries in Turkey, permitting them 
to maintain churches, hospitals and 
schools in religious freedom. 

“The removal of every kind of priv- 
the powers in ex- 
cess of what the general principles ol 
international law allow is the mean- 
ing of this step,” A. Rustem Bey, 
Turkish ambassador to the United 
States, declared tonight. “This war 
is Turkey’s opportunity.” 

Pretext to Declare War. 

The ambassador did not intimate 
whether the action foreshadowed was 
against Great Britain, without whose 
consent in the past no such radical ac- 
tion would have been attempted. Dip- 
lomats of the allied powers, however, 
believe Turkey is appealing to the*na- 
tionalist sentiment of her people and 
is ready to seize on any difficulties 
that may arise with Great Britain as a 
pretext to declare war. 

The Turkish ambassador made 
known his government’s action in a 
public announcement after it had been 
communicated to Secretary Bryan to- 
day as a formal note from the Otto- 
man empire. The announcement reads: 

“A cablegram to the Turkish ambas- 
spador from the Ottoman minister of 
foreign affairs states that by imperial

- Washington, September 10.—In the 
midst of the European war, Great Brit- 
ain, France, Spain and China have 
agreed to sign peace commission trea- 
ties with the United States. One effect 
of the new convention would be to 
prevent the United States from being 
drawn suddenly into the conflict. © 

Germany, Russia and Japan have 
signified their acceptance of the prin- 
ciple of these treaties, though negotia- 
tions have not advanced to the point 
of drafting conventions. Similar agree- 
ments with Turkey and Greece are 
almost ready for signature. 

The first four treaties are ready for 
signature and are regarded by Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Bryan as 
of far-reaching importance. While ne- 


pean war. broke out, their consumma- 
tion. practically will safeguard the 
United States from being drawn in over 
any question of neutrality or other 
controversy. 

With the signing of treaties with 
Great Britain, France, Spain and China, 
the number of pacts of this kind ne- 
gotiated by Secretary Bryan will num- 
ber twenty-six. Nineteen already have 
been ratified by the senate, compris- 
ing the principal countries of Central 
and South America, Denmark, Norway, 
Switzerland, Portugal, Italy and The 
Netherlands. Secretary Bryan hopes 
to have thirty treaties ratified by 
Christmas, which he believes will as- 
sure the peace of the United States 
with the entire world.

There Will Be No Peace 
Till the Kaiser Is on His: 
Knees—Wilson Feels War | 


Cannot Be Stopped at | 
Present.

Washington, September 10.—There is 
no present prospect of peace in Europe 
through diplomacy. President Wilson 
himself today set at rest rumors that. 
peace measures were in the making 
by revealing that no intimation had 
been conveyed ‘to him officially from | 
any quarter of a readiness on the part! 
of belligerents to talk peace. : 
The day’s developments emphasized 
that Great Britain, France and Russia. 
were determined to make no peace: 
until they had decisively beaten Ger- , 
th and Austria. Great Britain’s po-; 
sition was explained in detail at Lon- | 
don by Sir Edward Grey to Ambassa- | 
dar Page, who made a long report to 
President Wilson. The British foreign 
secretary declared England had not 
sought war, but since it was forced on 
her, she was irrevocably bent on crush- 
tng forever the dangers of German milli- 
tarism. 

Sir Edward referred also to the 
spoliation by Germany of the neutral-g 
ity of Belgium and pointed out that the 
allies would expect redress for that 
action. 

The conference between the Amert- 
can ambassador and the British for- 
eign secretary is said to have occurred 
on the initiative of the latter. Sir 
Fdward Grey, it is understood, ex- 
plained that in view of the newspaper 
rumors that Germany was ready to 
make peace, Great Britain did not want 
to:appear in the light of blocking the 
move while Emperor William assumed 
the role of peace advocate. 

To make peace now while German 
troops hold Belgium and a large part 
of France, might cause Germany to ex- 
act unreasonable terms according to 
the British view. 

No Encouraging Sign. 

On the side of Germany and Austria, 
likewise, the president has found no en- 
couraging sign for peace. Asked 
whether Emperor William’s message of 
yesterday was susceptible of interpre-

dent said it protested merely against 
the alleged use of dum-dum bullets by 
the French and the activity of Belgian 
eltizenry in the war.

The answer 
may be merely a courteous acknowl- 
edgement of the German emperor's mes- 
sage, or it may be the expression of 
the hope that the rules of warfare laid 
down by The Hague conventions will 
be binding on all belligerents. The 
answer may refer to the president’s 
standing offer of‘ mediation. 

Observers in close touch with the 
white house thought tonight the first 
course to be the most likely, merely 
acknowledging the message. It was 
said the feeling was general among of- 
ficials that the present was not the 
time to press for peace with prospects 
of success. 

“We haven't gotten to the point,” 
said Secretary Bryan today in response 
to a question, “where we can take up 
the subject of mediation.” * 

“Every one wants peace,” remarked 


Ambassador Jusserand, of France, to a 
friend, as he was leaving the state de- 
periment today, “but,’’—with a gesture 
of resignation—‘“now it is war.” 

The ambassador said that as a re-

KAISER RESOLVED 
TO CRUSH FRANCE. 


New York, September 10.—Straight 
from a long talk with the German em- 
peror in Berlin, B, von Eckhafdt, the 
new German minister to Mexico, as- 
serted today that the emperor had no 
thought of abandoning his plan to be- 
siege Paris; that a German army would 
take the city and that all France 
would be subjugated by the German 
arms, “not to keep it always, but to 
destroy forever the menace of French 
militarism.” 

Mr. von Eckhardt reached New York 
on the Rotterdam and is staying here 
for several days prior to proceeding to 
Mexico City. Jut before leaving Ber- 
lin for Rotterdam he saw Emperor 
William and had a twenty-minute a a 
with him, during which, r. von Eck- 
hardt says, the emperor discussed the 
war with France, its underlying causes 
and the campaign in the field and out- 
lined what Germany hoped to achieve. 
The German ruler was then about to de- 
part for the front. 

“The emperor has been trying for 
many years to win the friendship of 
France,” Mr. von Eckhardt said. “He 
has made friendly overtures to the 
French again and again, but apparent- 
ly Germany failed to win their good 
will. Now the attitude of Germany is 
that we must take France or die. The 
German army must fight to the very 
last man. We must take Paris and 
eubju rate the French army—not that 
we wiil take France to keep it, but we 
must destroy forever the menace of 
French militarism and the power of the 
French army. 

“I do not know whether this will 
take a ae or six weeks or how long 
it will be, t of this you may rest as- 
sured—the German army will take 
Paris. If they do not it will be be- 
cause there are no more Germgn sol- 
diers left to fight.

“The Germans lost seven officers 
killed and two wounded, two field and 
two machine guns. The loss among the 
rank and file has not been ascertained, 
but was heavy. 

“The British loss among the whites 
was four killed and several wounded; 
loss among the rank and file not as- 
certained. 

“On September 8, a British force ad- 
vanced against the Germans, who, how- 
ever, evaded them and attacked the 
British station at Karonga (on the 
northwest shore of Lake Nyassa. at 
the terminus-of the Stevenson road) 
which was defended by one oficer, 
fifty African rifles, the police and eight 
civilians. 

“After three hours’ resistance, a col- 
umn arrived from the British. force 
and drove the enemy off. Later the 
main British force came up and after 
a day’s fighting, in which the Germans 
fought with great determination and 
had to be dislodged by repeated bayo- 
net charges, the British drove the 
enemy toward the Songwe river. The 
British were too exhausted to continue 
the pursuit.” 

In Cameron (Kamerun), a German 
colony of western equatorial Africa 
three officers were killed, four were 
wounded and four are among the miss- 
ing.

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SOBER SECOND THOUGHT. 

Armand May, of the American Mills com- 
pany, of Atlanta, writes The Constitution 
that if the masses generally of Europe, as 
well as those of America, realized the tre- 
mendous after-cost of the present war, it is 
likely the peace movement would gain mo- 
mentum. | 

The idea has already been seized upon by 
the peace societies of this country, and Pres- 
ident Wilson has set aside a day for prayer 
to the end that hostilities in Europe may 
cease. 

It will also be remembered that this 
country has made tentative proffers of its 
good services looking toward mediation to 
European nations, and the encouragement 
has been rather slender. 

The after-cost of war is frightful, and it 
is invariably borne by the masses of the 
people. But it seems to be difficult at this 
writing to impresS upon the blood-lustful 
leaders of Europe the need of sober second 
thought. It appears to be, in many Euro- 
pean quarters, a case of killing off their ene- 
mies or slaughtering themselves. 

The United States stands ready at any 
time to exhaust its efforts toward peace. 
But from all that is immediately apparent, 
Europe is not yet exhausted enough, not yet 
sufficiently sated with blood, to listen.

COTTON COVERING. 

That the south is prepared to respond to 
the propaganda organized in Atlanta for in- 
creasing the use of cotton as a covering for 
commercial packages, is strikingly indicated 
in a letter published today from J. F. Ames, 
proprietor of the Selma (Ala.) Manufactur- 
ing company. It its significant that Mr. 
Ames’ letter was written before the move- 
ment crystallized into organization in At- 
lanta. His voluntary and unprompted con- 
tribution is an indication that the idea al- 
ready is abroad in the south, and that only 
organized effort is needed to harness it to 
effectuality. 

And that the organization recently formed 
at Atlanta is fully capable of capitalizing 
enthusiasm and business sense into reduc- 
ing the cotton surplus, is pointed by the high 
class of men enlisted in it and the repre- 
sentative nature of the movement. 

Once they set up machinery for spread- 
ing the idea they are sure of a response. 
Mr. Ames says that the item of burlap alone 
should consume from seventy to eighty 
thousand bales. The use of cotton for cov- 
ering cotton itself should run the figure sky- 


ward. And that is not to reckon with the uses: 


innumerable found for coverings in com- 
merce, and for which cotton is every bit as 
available ay jute and in most cases much 
cheaper. 

Even with these facts conceded, it will 
require co-operation on part of all classes 
of the southern people to reach the goal of 
one million extra bales absorbed, which the 
promoters of this sensible enterprise have 
set. Every manufacturer, every wholesaler 
and every jobber in the south should realize 
when he calls for cotton instead of jute or 
burlap covering, he is aiding himself. 

With that thought leading, and with 
everybody anxious to lessen the tension that 
now exists, success should be merely a 
matter of organized routine.

DISCOVERING THE SOUTH. 
Apropos of the decreasing cattle supply 
of the west and the opening possibilities 
of the south, The New York Evening Mail 
says: 
If nature, in a generous mood, were 
to. offer to. America a land of 264,000,- 
000 acres in whfch cattle could be: 
pastured from early March to late 
November, Uncle Sam would probably 
throw up his hat with joy and declare 
the beef problem solved. Yet America 
has such a region, with less than a 
third of its area in improved farm land, 
_with a population. varying from four- 
teen to fifty-seven to the square mile, 


with,reem to raise enough beef to sup- 
ply the-entire United “States. 


This only bears out what The Constitu- 
tion. has. time and again contended—that 
with the great western ranges unable longer 
to furnish America the bulk of its beef, the 


opportunity is open for the south to step | 


profitably into the breach. 

Every one of the southern states cannot 
only feed itself, but as well supply a large 
export margin. Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson, during his tenure in the Taft cab- 
inet, prophesied that the south was the re- 
gion to which the nation must in the future 
look for its beef supplies. The American 
Packers’ association, in one of its recent 
conventions, also recognized this great inert 
asset, when it appropriated a large sum to 
be expended in publicity to encourage the 
raising of cattle in this country, largely in 
America. 

As our contemporary says, the south has 
the climate, the open season and the great 
area necessary. It is true that there no 
longer exists in the south, as there does not 
exist in the west or anywhere outside of 
Argentina, the tremendous cattle baronies 
of the old days. But the south has small 
ranches innumerable, and under such cheap 
and ideal conditions as make it the ideal 
grazing ground for the nation. 

The one desiratum is for southern capi- 
talists, farmers and business men to awake 
to the opportunity and organize for it. The 
opportunity is whetted, with cotton more or 
less in precarious favor and the whole world 
clamoring for meat, for which it will pay 
cash.

increase the consumption of cotton cloth. 
At the present time export trade is at a 
standstill and while export trade in tex- 
tiles may develop in large proportions later 
at the moment mills generally require some- 


thing to occupy their attention for ‘the next | 


three or four months. : 

It is estimated that 50 to. 60 million yards 
of burlap are consumed jn the eastern and 
middle sections of the United States month- 
ly. This quantity weighs probably 35,000,000 
pounds. I£f£ cotton was substituted for bur- 
lap, it would require 50,000 to 70,000 bales 
monthly to meet the demana. 

At the present time, due to delays in 
the arrival of burlap, prices have advanced 
from 50 to 70 per cent, and for many pur- 
poses cotton cloth can be used as a substi- 
tute for burlap. at a greatly reduced cost. 
Even when shipments of burlap are resumed 
the low prices prevailing for cotton should 
enable the mills to produce cloth which 
would successfully compete with burlap for 
bag purposes, in many instances, provided 
consumers would insist on the use of cotton 
bags. wherever practicable. 

There appears to bé an antagonism -to 
the general use of cotton bags fer various 
products. This prejudice is without reason 
under normial conditions and certainly ex- 
ceedingly unreasonable at the present time 
when increased consumption of cloth-ts par- 
ticularly essential to the welfare -of- the 


south and the nation at large. 


In discussing the use of cotton bags with 
a large feed concern in Illinois they con- 
cluded their letter as follows: 


“In conclusion, it might be interesting . 


for you to know we bought sone cotton bags 
two years ago when jute took a decided up- 


‘turn, and we were really astonished at. the 


criticism that was passed on.us by some of 
our southern friends on account of not using 
jute. bags instead of . cotton, whereas, we 
thought this would make a decided hit with 
the southern trade. The bags uséd were, in 
our Opinion, sufficiently strong to stand the 
ordinary wear and tear that they might en- 


_ counter.” 


Therefore, ‘to create a demand’ for) 
cloths to enable many mills to start aa with 
renewed activity, and to. increase ‘the con- 
sumption of cotton by opening a new out- 
let for its use, we suggest a general demand 
be made. by all consumers, manufacturers 
and dealers that so far as practical cotton 
be substituted for burlap in manufacturing 


If the increased. demand for cotton cloth 
stimulates consumption of cotton, assists in 
maintaining the price of cotton, the south- 
ern dealer, manufacturer and consumer could 
afford to demand the use of a cotton bag 
even if when burlap shipments are renewed 
cotton bags prove a trifle more costly. 

Much more might be written, but suffi- 
cient has been sald to indicate that we are 
all interested in anything which will use 
more cotton and should use every influence 
we possess to bring about increased con- 
sumption.

Sources of Potash. . 


Editor Constitution: An interesting article 
published in one of the Atlanta papers a 
few days ago explained the advantage of 
using. lime on soils in order to render the 


potash of the clay available for plant food. _ 


It may be further stated that potash may 
be obtained direct from the rocks which are 
the sources of the clays, for the latter are 
decayed rocks such as feldsparsa, hornblendes, 
micas, granites, etc. Of the feldspars, ortho- 
clase contains nearly 17 per cent potash. 
When the hard rocks weather, much of 
the potash is released in the soluble state 
and is gradually washed from the moun- 
tains into ghe valleys, helping to form the 
rich alluvial soil. Yet a part remains in 
the clay, but is slowly leached to some 
depth from the surface Now, if these feld- 
spars, micas, etc, were pulverized,  inti- 
mately mixed with lime, moistened and heat- 
ed, the potash would be gradually released 
and could be separated when desired in a 
pure form, or left with the other substances 
if wanted as a substitute for kainit in fer- 
tilizers. Of course the potash could be sep- 
arated by other means when wanted in a 
pure state, but for agricultural purposes 
the whole body of the mixture could be used, 
the silica, etc, serving as a filler, and the 
surplus lime to carry on its work in the 
partially disintegrated feldspars of the soll. 
The fact that in the natural decay of 
alkali-bearing rocks much potash is leached 
to lower clays is one-of the good reasons 


for deep subsoil plowing. 


It is possible that even a niore enonom- 
ical method may be used by simply pul- 
verizing the potash rocks and lime. récks 
{calcium carbonate), intimately mixing the 
two, broadcasting this mixture on sandy 
lands deficient in potash and plowing thor- 
oughly, the sun and the rain would do the 
rest. 

Our Appalachian mountains are rich in 
potash rocks, but we have formed the habit 
of importing German kainit, composed of 
magnesium sulphate and potassium chloride 
(about 16 per cent potash), and have not 
been forced to resort to our own resourtes. 
We have not only an abundance of potash, 
but, as is well known, have rich deposits 
of phosphates. Nor, is it necessary to im- 
port nitrates from Chile, 
that builds Ris little factory on the roots 
of peas and other legumes would supply the 
demand for this plant food. Besides, by a 
modern method nitrates may be produced 
from nitrogen obtained from the air. So, 
without leaving the American shores, all 
the ingredients of a complete fertilizer can 
be procured. Our country is bDlessed with 
storehouses of all necessary material for 
good and even luxurious Hying. We must 
unlock the doors.

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Whirlpools in the Heavens. 


(From The Chicago Herald.) 

Whilpools in the heavens revolve at the 
rate of 400 miles a second, according to 
Professor V. M. Slipher, of Flagstaff, Ariz., 
who spoke before the Astronomical and 
Astrophysical Society of America at its 
annual meeting in the engineering building 
of Northwestern university at Evanston. 

Professor Slipher spoke on “The Spec- 
troscopic Observations of Nebulae,” and he 
said it was by the displacement in the lines 
of the spectrum that we are able to meas- 
ure the speed of the rotating body. He 
showed stereopticon pictures of the nebula 
in the girdle of Andromeda, which he said 
was revolving at a rate of over 400 miles 
a second, and by which process a sun or 
system of suns is being formed.

TRADING IN BONDS 
WILL BE RESUMED 


Financial Situation Makes 
Progress Towards Better- 
ment—Foreign Exchange 
Problem Soon Be Solved. 
New York, September 10.—Wall street 


inclined a willing ear to the many 
peace rumors current in the district 


| today, even though they were accepted

with reservation in high banking 
circles. Altogether, however, the finan- 
cial situation made further progress 
towards betterment, as was shown by 
the decision of leading banking houses 
and bond dealers to resume business 
in high grade securities subject to cer- 
tain necessary restrictions. 

Interest centered mainly around the 
Washington conference of bankers and 
the federal reserve board, from which 
came the announcement that a syndi- 
cate of New York bankers woyld care 
for $80,000,000 of New York city’s obli- 
gations held abroad, leaving only 
something like $70,000,000 to be raised 
outside this city to meet other Euro- 
pean obligations of the country, should 
the reserve board adopt the bankers 
plan in its entirety. Tonight came an 
announcement from the bankers inter- 
ested that they and the New York city 
authorities were in agreement regard- 
ing the city’s financial program, Al- 
though the exchange market failed to 
reflect any unusual conditions in con- 
nection with the plan for the payment 
of the city’s debts in London and Paris, 
the belief still prevails that a round 
amount of gold, probably not less than 
$25,000,000, will be shipped to Ottawa 
in connection with the city’s obliga- 
tions. 

Despite the closing of the stock ex- 
change, bankers believe a ready mar- 
ket will be found for such of the New 
York city notes as may not be sold 
abroad. The notes constitute collat- 
eral for government deposits, or for 
any state or municipal deposits requir- 
ing collateral. 

Among the day’s routine items were 
the August tonnage statement of the 
United States Steel corporation, show- 
ing a moderate increase in unfilled 
orders, and a further decrease in idle 
car equipment, due to crop moving de- 
mands from the south and southwest. 
Leading railroads announce additional 
curtailments of passenger service. 

News from London was favorable, 
although the Bank of England failed 
to reduce its rate, and for the first 
time in weeks reported a decrease in 
bullion holdings. London discount 
banks announced a reduction in stock 
exchange loans from 6 to 5 per cent. 

J. P. Morgan & Co., and Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. announced tonight that subscrip- 
tions to a $100,000,000 loan to the city 
of New York had been completed, that 
a conference was held today with the 
mayor, the comptroller and the presi- 
dent of the board of aldermen and that 
bankers were in entire accord with the 
city’s general financial program. 

The board of estimate, it was an- 
nounced at the city hall tonight, at an 
executive session today determined to 
accept the terms of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. for a bond issue. 


FOREIGN EXCHANGE 


WILL BE ADJUSTED. 

Washington, September 10,.—Al- 
though the problem of re-adjusting the 
foreign exchange market has not been 
solved, reports today to the federal 
reserve board from prominent New 
York banks indicate there is little 
cause for concern. 

. P. Morgan, Jacob H. Schiff and 
Benjamin Strong, Jr., New York bank- 
ers, conferred with the board today for 
two hours. Their visit had to do with 
the part New York city bankKs are ex- 
pected to play in relieving the foreign 
exchange market. It is said they also 
stated conditions.throughout the coun- 
try showed marked improvement. 

The bankers told the board that New 
York banks stand prepared to under- 
write the $80,000,000 obligations of New 
York in the hands of European credit- 
ors, which come due within the next 
few months. In return members of the 
board thought New York banks should 
not be réquested to contribute to the 
proposed general fund of $150,000,000 
to take care of the total of American 
obligations to Burope. New York’s 
$80,000,000 was included in the $150,- 
000,000 suggested by the recent bank- 
ers’ conference here as the sum neces- 
sary to care for all such obligations. 

The board has not acted formally 
upon the plan for creating the $150,- 
000,000 pool, but has passed from con- 
sideration of the principle involved to 
details. One point which has caused 
discussion 'is the suggestion that the 
board indicate the amounts of gold to 
be contributed by each bank. The 
board so far has felt reluctant to make 
a suggestion of this sort which might 
look like an order, coming from such 
a source, 

No report has reached the board so 
far from all the clearing house associa- 
tions of the country showing the gold 
possessed by all banks. Such reports 
will precede any action to carry out 
the plan. 

Comptroller of the Currency Williams 
tonight reported that $256,170,000 of 
the Aldrich-Vreeland currency has been 
taken out by banks up to the close of 
business September 8, 1914. Of this

Whereas, the General Assembly at its ses- 
sion in 1913 proposed an amendment to the 
Constitution of this State, as set forth in 
an Act approved August 16, 1913, to wit: 

An Act to amend Paragraph 1, of Section 
18, of Article 6 of the Constitution of the 
Btate of Georgia, regulating the salaries of 
the judges of the Supreme and Superior 
Courts by providing for the payment from 
the county treasury of Bibb county to the 
judge of the superior court of the circuit 
of which the said county is a part of ad- 
ditional compensation. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, That para- 
graph 1, of section 13,.of article 6, of the 
Constitution of the state of Georgia, as 
amended by the act of the general assem- 
bly, approved August 3, 1910, and duly rati- 
fied by the people according to law, be and 
the same is hereby amended by inserting 
the word “‘Bibb’’ in the proviso contained in 
said amendment, between the words ‘the 
counties of’ and the word “Chatham” so 
that said proviso so amended by this amend- 
ment shall read as follows: 

Provided, however, That the counties of 
Bibb, Chatham, Fulton and Richmond shall 
pay from their respective county treasuries 
to the superior court judges of the circuit 
of which they are a part, and the county of 
Fulton to the judge of the Stone Mountain 
circuit, or the judge of such other circuit 
as may hereafter be required to regularly 
preside therein for additional services ren- 
dered in the superior court of Fulton county, 
such sums as will, with the salaries paid 
each judge from the state treasury, make a 
salary of $5,000.00 per annum to each judge, 
and said payments are declared to be a 
part of the court expenses of such counties, 
such payments to be made to the judges 
now in office as well as their successors. 

Sec, 2. Be it further enacted, That if this 
constitutional amendment shall be agreed to 
by two-thirds of the members of the general 
assembly of each house the same shall be 
entered on each jowrneal, with the ayes and 
nays taken thereon, and ti>* governui Shall 
cause the amendment to be pub,.sr.¢d in one 
or more of the newspapers in each congres- 
sional district for two months, immediately 
preceding the next general election, and the 
voters thereat shall have written or printed 
on their ticket “For ratification of amend- 
ment to paragraph 1, section 13, article 6, 
of the Constitution’ (providing for addition- 
al compensation of the superior court judge 
in Bibb superior court) or “Against ratifi-

VE CITIES BACK 
COTTON MOVEMENT 


Americus, Cordele, Rome, 
Athens and’ Atlanta In- 
dorse the “Buy-a-Bale-of- 
Cotton” Scheme. 


Representatives. of five Georgia 
cities, recognized as the center of the 
cotton belt in the state, met Thurs- 
day in the chamber of commerce build- 


ing to indorse the “byy-a-bale-of-cot- | 


ton” movement, which is now sweeping 
over the entire south. 

The cities represented were Ameri- 
cus, Cordele, Rome, 
lanta. Resolutions were adopted fa- 
voring the energetic backing of the 
movement to relieve the southern cot- 
ton growers during this distress period 
when the European war has curtailed 
the cotton market by millions of bales. 

The representatives, meeting with 
the local executive committee of the 
chamber of commerce, approved the 
plan of dividing the state into districts, 
having as conécentration points Atlanta, 
Augusta, Athens, Albany, Americus, 
Macon, Columbus, Cordele, Valdosta, 
Thomasville and Rome. 

The resolutions of the meeting were 
signed by J. KE. Mathis, president of the 
Americus Chamber of Commerce; D. A. 
R. Crum, an attorney and cotton 
farmer, of Cordele; H. A. Wheeling. 
secretary of the Rome Chamber of 
Commerce; G. €. Armstrong, delegate 
from the Athens Chamber of Com- 
merce, and C. J. Willfamson, of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce. 

A large number of public-spirited 
citizens throughout the state sent 
checks to the committee with which to 
buy a bale of cotton. A committee of 
290, headed by Harrison Jones, of At- 
lanta, will spend the next few days in 
& systematic canvass of the city to get 
every man to buy a bale of cotton. 


Columbus Women Join. 

Columbus, Ga., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.j)—The Columbus Federation of 
Women’s clubs today joined the buy- 
a-bale-of-cotton movement, as sug- 
gested by the state federation, and 
also adopted a resolution to use cotton 
goods more extensively in order to ad- 
vance the price of raw cotton. 

Cotton showed an advance of a 
fourth of a cent here today. Many Co- 
lumbus eitizens have . already pur- 
chased. a bale of cotton and ‘had it 
Stored away. ,

Supply and F ertilizer Men 


Union City, Ga., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The campaigns that are being 
agitated in behalf of 10-cent cotton 
havé been the means of bringing con- 
siderable relief to the farmers of 
Campbell county. 

J. T. Braswell, of Union City, one 
of the leading supply merchants of the 
county, is buying cotton at 10 cents 
per pound from all his farmer cus- 
tomers in settlement of their accounts, 
and the fertilizer agents have an- 
nounced that as long as the farmers 
hold their cotton the fertilizer ac- 
counts will not be pushed. 

With the supply accounts 


settled 


with 10-cent cotton, and the fertilizer 
accounts not being pushed, the farmers 
of this county are in position to hold 
their cotton almost indefinitely, as 
those are the only two things that 
have been worrying them to any ex- 
tent. 

Last season at thi§S time about one 
hundred bales had been shipped from 
Union City, but this year, with about 
the same ambunt ginhed, not one sin- 
gle bale has been shipped.

JUDGE WRIGHT KNOCKED 


Floyd Jurors Make Caustic 
Criticisms of Sentences in 
Liquor Cases. 


Rome, Ga., September 10.—(Special.) 
The presentments of the Floyd county 


grand jury, which adjourned yesterday, 
were sensational in the extreme, as 
they criticised in a caustic manner 
many of the county officials, including 
Judge Moses Wright, of Floyd superior 
court. The grand jury, in fact, said 
that they felt it incumbent upon them 
to blame thecourt because of leniency 
in attaching small fines and light sen- 
tences in liquor cases, with practically 
no profit to the county, since the coun- 
ty wardens said it .took about three 
months on the chaingang to season 
those convicted so that their work was 
worth anything. 

In the opinion of Judge Wright, the 
criticisms in the presentments border- 
ed on contempt of court, but no fines 
were assessed against the grand jury. 
However, in replying to the present- 
ments, Judge Wright told the grand 
jury that their criticism was uncalled 
for and that it was none of their busi- 
ness, 

The judge asserted that he followed 
the law “ind the dictates of his own 
conscience in assessing fines and pro- 
nouncing sentences upon those convict- 
ed of violation of the prohibition law. 
He said that the prisoners were not 
sentenced with a view to financial gain 
which might accrue to the county be- 
cause of the length of their sentences 
or the amount of their fines, and that 
his was a court of justice and not a 
court of extortion. 

The grand jury further recommend- 
ed that the salary of the probation 
officer should be cut from $100 a 
month to $25, asserting that it was ex- 
orbitant when he hadonly one man in 
his charge, and that an adult. Judge 
Wright declared that the grand jury 
had made this recommendation 
having investigated the facts in the 
case; that in reality the probation offi- 
cer had twenty-five boys in charge 
and was doing an excellent and much 
meeded work in Floyd county. The 
court condemned the grand jury for 
having returned this recommendation 
without summoning the probation offi- 
cer before it and without having ex- 
amined his books. 

The presentments set forth that the 
work of the county engineer, K. Lind- 
sey, was totally unsatisfactory and 
recommended that he be discharged. 
The presentments gharged that the dis- 
trict overseers were not. doing their 
duty and that road affairs generally 
were in a very unsatisfactory shape.
